Z can only restate that an abstract analysis leads me to believe 
that the agreed activities problem is one properly for the 
Department of Defense level inasmuch as it is common to *t t i the 
services. 1 do not see how this would impair the Army's ability 
to present its position in full and believe it may be the only way 
to obtain progress m a paper which has remained static for something 
libs 3$ years. I have no personal knowledge of the reasons for the 
lack of progress in the past, but from my discussions with the 
Deputy Director (Plena) Staff it appears to arise' out of m 
unwillingness of the Army representatives to accept the basic 
responsibilities under the law as m see it and the principles 
enunciated in HSCSD #5*
